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3 If you have obtained replacement coverage, or if the first named insured has agreed, in 
writing, within 60 days of the termination of the policy, to obtain that coverage. 

4 If the policy is for a period of no more than 60 days and you are notified at the time of 
issuance that it will not be renewed. 

5. If the first named insured requests a change in the terms or conditions or risks covered 
by the policy within 60 days of the end of the policy period. 

6. If we have made a written offer to the first named insured, in accordance with the 
timeframes shown in paragr^h A., to renew the policy under changed terms or 
conditions or at an increased premium rate, when the increase exceeds 25%.
